4 
The Goſpel is not an Inſtitution of Speculative 
Opinions only, nor is Salvation promis'd us merelx 
for believing ſuch a Sett of Notions, as Prophane Men 
moſt unreaſonably inſinuate in their Scoffs at Creed and 
Myſteries; but the Goſpel is an Inſtitution of Holi- 
nels alſo, and from our very Faith we are taught to 
deny Ungodlineſs and Worldly Luſts, and to live righteoufly, | 
ſoberly, and godly in this preſent World, Tit.

Article of our Faith is an Enforcement of our Prattice ; 
and we are not ſo ſtrongly mowd to Purity of Man- 
ners and Conformity to the Will of God, becauſe we 
are his Creatures, as becauſe we are Chriſtians, becauſe 
we are redeem'd by the Blood of his dear Son, and call'd 
by him to Happineſs and Salvation.

We are taught not to be ſorry as Men without 
Hope: Not that it is the Deſign of the Ap 
extinguiſh the Paſſion, but only to reſtrain t 


e Ex- 
ceſs: Our Grief riſes from Tenderneſs and from 
Love; and 'tis hard to repreſs the Firſt Iſſues of our. 
Sorrow. Thoſe who were Pleaſant and Lovely in their 
Lives, command our Tears when they dye: We 
greive for our own Loſs, but we are comforted in 
their Happineſs. And becauſe ont Affections ſome- 
times overflow their Bounds in Lamentation, becauſe 
Lowe is ſtronger than Death, and carries its Deſires beyond 
the Grave, the Apoſtle ſhows us, that our Holy Re- 
ligion applies a Remedy to our Sorrows, and gives us 
Cauſe of Rejoicing even in the Occaſion of our Grief. # 
For to apply this Hope to our Comfort, we may 
briefly. conſider theſe Three Things. ae; tune 
1. That we are not left to the wretched Argument 
of Inexorabls Fate, nor the more wretched Hope of an 
Atbeiſtical Annihilation, the vain Refuge of thoſe Mi- 
ſerable Souls, who live in Fear of Hell, and in Deſpair 
of Heaven; nor are we forc'd to comfort our ſelves, 
as the Heathen did, that thoſe who are gone are paſt 
Recalling : But we are aſſur'd that thoſe who are 
dead for a Time ſhall be-Alive for Ever ; that they

2. We may draw Comfort from this Hope of 
Chriſtians, if we conſider that this Hope - frees us 
from all Doubts and Uncertainty concerning thoſe 
which ſleep in Feſus. "Thoſe who had no Hope could 
receive no comfort : If they had a Mind to believe 
What their Wiſhes flatter d them might be true, they 
could not bring themſelves to an Aſſurance: A Hope, 
2 Wiſh rather, we may ſay, they had, for it was 2 
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Hope without Foundation, which pleas d them a lit- 
3 tleatthe firſt Appearance, but wore away with Re- 
tflection, and failed them when they leaned upon it. 
But our Hope is certain: An Anchor ſure and ſtedfaſt for 
* ourSouls to reſt on: It is caſt upon God, and cannot 
move: It is built upon a Foundation, which cannot fail. 
3. To the Aſſurance and Certainty we may add, 
3 Thirdly, for our Comfort, the Matter and Object of 
7 our Hope, which is a Glorious Reſurrection, and E- 
verlaſting Happineſs: And then, — Shall we con- 
fole where we ſhould rejoice ? Shall we grieve that 
our Friends are delivered out of the Miſeries and 
Bondage of this ſinful World, into the Glorious Li- 
berty of the Sons of God ?
